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PURPOSE: To construct a device for branching a light-transmitting path directly from 
optical fibers. 

CONSTITUTION: An optical fiber 22 is applied by adhesives to a substrate 21 having a 
convex surface, and a portion of fiber 12 is ground to provide a given thickness and a 
given length thereto by a plane grind stone. The thus ground optical fibers 46,46 which 
have been applied onto substrates 43, 44 are placed on blocks 41, 42 having inclined 
surfaces with respects to their bottoms, the directions of which are reverse to each other, 
in such a manner that the ground surfaces of 45, 46 are opposite to each other. Light 
waves are introduced into one of the optical fibers and propagated there through. While 
the outp_utsj).Qhc_othe r fiber are observed, substrates 43,.44 aw slid toJin^ajjouUat .
